The idea of this Rub e Goldb erg contrap­ 
tion was to convince "the law" that a ma­ 
chine without a slot in it is neither a slot 
machine nor a gamb ling device. Lawyers 
and Judges will prob ab ly b e asked to spend 
sometime over this nonsensical theorem, 
suggest« the Post, b ut to the ordinary citisen 
there 1« no prob lem. To him, a slot machine 
is a slot machine if it (a) operates through 
insertion of a coin in the slot, no matter 
how far away, and If it (b ) thereafter b e­ 
haves as a slot machine always has b ehaved.

Fading Fast Away 


Old soldiers may not die in General Mac- 
Arthur's country, b ut they certainly do in 
Russia, and their government doesn't even 
b other to list causes of death. Between Feb . 
3 and July 26 the high b rass announced 
15 deaths in its ranks, one a man of 66, the 
rest In the early 50’s—what the U.S. armed 
forces regard as hearty military age, com­ 
ments Time Magazine in pub li.shing the list. 
One of them was Col. Gen. V. V. Ulrich, 
military Judge who presided at the Mi» - 
cow trials In the late 30’s. Others were two

navy, the top army expert on fortifications, 
the head of navy supply, an air force hero, 
and the World war II commander of Byelo- 
Russian fronts.

State department officials are fearful to­ 
day that the next conversational road 
b lock to b e thrown up b y the Russians will 
b e at the Japanese treaty ceremonies. 
At this point the Russians have not even 
accepted the invitation to b e * • 
present in San Francisco d ur-• 
> ; 
ing the week of Septemb er 3. 
There have, 
however, 
b een 
some straws in the wind to 
indicate their intention of b e­ 
ing on hand. Gromyko, for ex­ 
ample, was pleasantly polite 
when the official 
invitation 
was extended, inquiring ab out 
expected length of the sessions, 
size of delegations, and 
so 
forth. In the past ten days it is known that 
the Russians have b een sounding out some 
of the other memb ers of the Far East com­ 
mission on the make-up of their delega­ 
tions. 
Washington has b een hoping for a short 
and harmonious ceremony extending from 
Tuesday afternoon, Septemb er 4, through the 
climactic signing of the treaty on Saturday 
morning. President Truman is expected to 
attend and to speak. All delegation heads 
will have the privilege of speaking, of 
course, b ut it is hoped at the state depart­ 
ment that this opportunity will not lead 
to deb ate on the sub stantive provisions of 
the treaty. If the Russians choose to at­ 
tend the party very likely will take on a 
different complexion. 
One of the mild nightmares haunting the 
Washington planners is that the Korean 
peace talk.s may string along until treaty 
lime v\hen an atmosphere of b enign agree­ 
ment may lake po.ssession of the red nego­ 
tiator:. An outb ioak of complete peace on 
the eve of the tre..ty ceremonies could give 
a Rus.smn delegation fine opportunity to 
piess the issue ol communist China and 
North Korean retnesentation at the pact 
tab le.

a proposal prob ab ly could 
not collect a majority of voting support 
from the 50 or so delegations expected it 
could precipitate 
a protracted wrangle. 
Meanwhile, the current draft of the treaty 
continues in circulation among the inter­ 
ested nations with a target date of August 
13 set io r the launching of a "final" draft. 
Reaction thui far has not deviated sub stan­ 
tially from the expected. The Philippines

reparations issue, and may not even sign.

SALT LAKE CITY —In 1948 when, de- 
fpilp earlier fMirtents, the democratic party 
elected a president, a congress, and many 
govcrnoih, the Stale ol Utah elected the 
first repub lican go\eraor in 24 vcars. The 
election of J. Bracken Lee was 
something more than a party 
upset. It was a recognition b y 
the voters of personal qualities 
in this man that have b een 
characteristic of this sturdy, 
thrifty 
stale since the Mor­ 
mons first came here a cen­ 
tury ago. For Lee was the only 
repub lican elected on the slate 
ticket, and when he took of­ 
fice he faced a democratic ma­ 
jority in the legislature. 
The characWr ol the man that had b een 
shown 
in his b u.siness career and m his 
service as mayor ol the city of Price soon 
revealed itself in the 1949 session of the 
legislature. Large appropriations proceeded 
as usual, and soon met with a b arrage of 
vetoes. 
Pressure groups of all sorts—the old-age 
pensioners, welfare societies, the school 
lob b y, and other advocates of spending _ 
were vociferous in opposition. But the gov­ 
ernor continued to veto expenditures and, 
what is more, he earned his case to the 
people very effectively. Even the b usiness 
and professional men who sponsor the Utah 
symphony orchestra were reb uffed when 
they asked the state to foot the deficit. 
The governor wo J his fight for economy 


b ecause it b ecame apparent that the pub ­ 
lic was prepared to accept some denial« 
for the sake of economic stab ility.

A very good indication of the pub lic 
esteem enjoyed b y Governor Lee and the 
turn of the state toward more conserva­ 
tive policies came in 1950. Senator Elb ert 
Thomas, spender and 
Truman 
wheel- 
horse. was opposed in his campaign for 
the senate b y Wallace Bennett, who stood 
for all the things that have b een regarded 
b y the fair deal as political liab ilities. For 
Bennett is a conservative b usinessman 
who has b een president of the National 
Aaaoclation of Manufacturers. Governor 
Lee vigorously campaigned for Bennett. 
The election of Bennett was not only a 
personal victory for the candidate, b ut a 
clear endoraement of Lee's conservative 
policies.

In the national picture Governor Lee rep­ 
resents an issue that may well challenge 
b oth parties in 1952, the issue of states’ 
rights. In governors' conferences and else­ 
where, Lt*e has b een a stalwart opponent of 
the growth of lederal power. He w'as an 
outstanding opponent of the proposal for a 
Columb ia 
Valley 
Administration 
and of 
other great federal projects designed to 
deny western states their control over their 
own resources. 
Bracken Lee is not just another gov­ 
ernor. He emb odies principles to which a 
distracted nation may 
next year.

For curiosity’s sake, I would 
like to know how many of these 
people all b ut live in saloons and 
how much money goes on liquor? 
I know a lot of the people prob ­ 
ab ly never set foot in one of the 
joints—b ut how many of them do? 
Also, on the average, how long 
does the b readwinner of the fam­ 
ily hold a job ? If they are really 
trying to make a go of things they 
would try to help themselves just 
a little. 
Reading ab out the b lack, dingy 
wallpaper—I can’t say I feel sorry 
for them. You know, even news­ 
paper would b e b etter than b lack 
wallpaper. A couple of b ottles of 
b eer would go a long way toward 
b uying some very attractive wall­ 
paper on sale for as little as five 
cents a roll and even once in a 
while, the ceiling paper is thrown 
in. 
Even if it isn’t pasted on 
.straight, wouldn’t it b e b etter than 
nasty b lack paper? The paste can 
b e made from cornstarch and 
water, very Inexpensively, Where 
more than two adults live in a 
house, it seems to me if they were 
not disa’oled, they should have 
more income coming in—if they 
were in there and really pitching! 
Also, perhaps where more than 
one family lives together things 
wouldn’t b e quite so unb earab le. 
So far, you prob ab ly think I 
am against pub lic housing. 
That 
is where you are all wrong. Lin­ 
coln needs it in the worst way— 
b ut b efore it goes through, I would 
want to see the definite plans and 
data on each unit b efore I cast my 
vote for such. 
Wd have visited 
these low co.st b ouses that are for 
sale and I wouldn’t have one or 
wish one on anyone else. 
They 
are entirely too small and there 
is ab .solutclv no future to the 
things as far as I can see. 
If Lincoln is to have a low cost 
pub lic housing, I want them to b e 
spacious enough for a family to 
live comfortab ly and also to let 
eofh family have enough yard 
space where they can b reathe 
without their next door neighb or 
hearing them. Everyone likes their 
privacy. 
Also b uild them in such a way 
that the upkeep will not b e so 
expensive! and to keep a child 
and hi.s destruction in mind. 
If 
the house was solid masonry, it 
would not hurt too easily and 
would also b e fireproof. It might 
b e a little more expensive, b ut 
in the end the city would save 
money. 
As far as the rental is concerned 
it should b e b ased on the percent­ 
age of the families income and not 
a set price. 
If the b readwinner 
lips and quits his job and has no 
income,that’s where a trained so­ 
cial worker would step in. If we 
taxpayers are willing to foot the 
b ill for them a decent place to 
live they should feel willing to 
not mind having to toe the line in 
exchange. 
Last, b ut not least, do not let 
families doub le up in these units.
